Marehand was beaten to death In 
her home by Nancy Bowen, a super­ 
stitious 
sixty-six-year-old 
Indian 
woman, on March 6 under circum­ 
stances still shrouded In mystery. 
Nancy w*as a friend of Lila's and 
was taken to the Marehand home 
by Lila. She was Lila’n dupe. ac 
cording to the state. 
The sentiments on 
Cattaragus 
Reservation, as expressed by Miss 
Pearl Shongo, a relative of Lila’s, 
is this: 
“The Indian people feel that Mar- 
chand 
should 
have staved 
away 
from this reservation. They nearly 
all are sympathetic 
toward Lila 
and feel sorry for the plight of 
Mrs. 
Bowen, 
lf 
Marehand 
had 
stayed away from Lila she never 
would have been In trouble. She 
did not go out of the reservation 
*o find him. He came here.”
